Did Michigan primary make any difference? - 


Neither outcome was a big sur- 
prise. 

Mr. Romney received almost 
338,000 votes, or about 39 per- 
cent of Republican votes cast. 
His closest rival was Sen. John 
McCain with about 30 percent, 
which was respectable, but Mr. 
McCain, elated after winning in 
New Hampshire, had promised 
publicly to win Michigan, too. So 
in that sense, Mr. Romney scored 
a big plus. 

Gov. Mike Huckabee trailed at 
about 16 percent, which slowed 
the Arkansan’s momentum from 
lowa and New Hampshire. 

So if Mitt Romney wins the 
Republican nomination, the 
Michigan primary could be con- 
sidered an important link in his 
victory. 

As for Sen. Clinton, she was 
the only top Democratic name on 
the ballot. Ms. Clinton received 
56 percent of the vote, but the 40 
percent who voted “uncommit- 
ted” could be interpreted as “any- 
body but Hillary.” 

Among other Democrats, 
Dennis Kucinich got about 4 per- 
cent, and Mike Gravel and Chris 


Dodd, who already had dropped 
his campaign, each had less than 
1 percent. 

Because neither Sen. Barack 
Obama nor John Edwards was on 
the Michigan ballot, it’s difficult 
to claim that Ms. Clinton’s 
Michigan win will have any 
effect on the eventual nomination 
of any of them. 

To win only 56 percent of the 
vote when essentially running 
against nobody, in my book, 
should not be encouraging. 

* * * 

ONLY THREE candidates 
campaigned much in Michigan, 
so the goal of increased political 
spending here fell far short of 
hopes. 

Mr. Romney already had spent 
a ton of money in Michigan, but 
reportedly pulled ad money out 
of his South Carolina budget to 
boost his ad spending here. Mr. 
McCain and Mr. Huckabee both 
ran TV ads, but much campaign- 
ing seemed to be whistle-stop 
visits, with candidates popping in 
and out of various primary states 
instead of protracted stays in one 
place — plus those irritating tele- 
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Grayling Senior Center relocation update 


Over the past several months, 
there has been much discussion 
about the ‘Teldcation Sf the 
Grayling Senior Center and the 
Commission on Aging (COA) 
offices. On behalf of the organi- 
zation, I'd like to give you an 
update on the relocation efforts, 
but first I’d like to give you some 
background information. 

When I arrived over three 
years ago, one of the tasks that 
the board asked me to review was 
building space needs. After 
studying how space was used, I 
determined that additional space 
was needed in order to meet our 
growing needs. This need has 
increased over the years with 
additional activities such as fit- 
ness classes, support groups and 
classes, a pool league and the 
Michigan Medicare/Medicaid 
Assistance Program. We have 
also seen increased traffic in 
existing programs such as our 
Congregate meals and the Tax 
Aide program. The influx of 
retirees to northern Michigan, as 
well as the large number of “baby 
boomers” moving into their 
senior years, also weighs on the 
decision to plan additional space 
now. According to an article in 
the Detroit Free Press, “by 2016, 
one in every five adults in 
Michigan is expected to be 65 or 
older”. 

Our first committee comprised 
of seniors, staff and board mem- 


bers reviewed two options. One 
was the existing building we cur- 


rently fent™ from the Grayling | 


Housing. Commission and the 
other ‘was ‘the old Knights of 
Columbus building. At that time, 
the recommendation was to work 
with the Grayling Housing 
Commission to try and create 
additional space in our current 
location because we felt it was 
important to stay near the seniors 
that lived in the Grayling 
Housing Commission complex. 
A joint committee was formed 
with representatives from the 
Grayling City Council, the 
Crawford County 
Commissioners, the Grayling 
Housing Commission board, the 
Commission on Aging board and 
the two directors. This commit-. 
tee met for nine months. 
Unfortunately, we were unable to 
come up with a solution that met 
both of our space needs. Since 
that time, we have also received 
written direction from the U.S. 
Department of Housing and 
Urban Development (which pro- 
vides funding for the property) 
that the COA will not be allowed 
to expand or operate the building 
in it’s entirety. 

It was at this time the board 
began looking at other building 
options, The first option was the 
Fish Hatchery, mostly because 
the County already owned this 
property (the COA is a govern- 
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mental department of the 
County). At the suggestion of 
seniors, we then added the Eagles 


_ building to the list of, options, 


Since then our list of options has 
grown as various options were 
presented to us. Currently, the 
list of options include 1) the Fish 
Hatchery; 2) the Eagles building; 
3) the old Ben Franklin store; 4) 
the May Day Windows building 
and; 5) several pieces of property 
in which we’d build on. There 
has also been some discussion 
about the old Shoppenagon hotel. 

The COA Board will follow a 
“due diligence” process in order 
to evaluate and determine which 
option is best for the organiza- 
tion’s growth. This process 
begins with the development of a 
set of criteria which will be used 
to evaluate all of the options. 
After the criteria are set, data will 
be gathered on each option and 
they will be evaluated with the 


set criteria, At which point an — 


option rises to the top, a recom- 
mendation will be made to the 
Crawford County 
Commissioners. Once an option 
has been approved, the COA will 
seek funding for the building 
project, 

There will be many opportuni- 
ties for public comment during 
this process. Each month the 
COA Board meets on the 4th 
Thursday at Ipm at the Grayling 
Senior Center located at 308 
Lawndale St. The public is wel- 
come and there is an opportunity 
at each meeting for comment. In 
addition, I host a monthly Dinner 
and Discussion with the Director. 
This is a time for me to give 
updates on what is happening 
and get input from those who are 
interested. Our next dinner is 
scheduled for Thursday, Feb. 7, 
at 5S p.m., at the Senior Center. 
At this meeting, I will be review- 
ing a draft.of the criteria which 
will be used to evaluate the 
options. I would invite anyone 
who is interested to attend this 
event, 

If at any time you have ques- 
tions about the relocation of the 
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phone messages and robo-calls. 

Only Mr. Kucinich among 
Deniocrats campaigned here, but 
on a limited scale.

This 
verse further explains the last 
half of Romans 7:4: “...that ye 
should be married to another, 
even to him who is raised from 
the dead, that we should bring 
forth fruit unto God. As 
Romans 8:2 says, “2For the 
law of the Spirit of life in 
Christ Jesus hath made me free 
trom the law of sin and death.” 

God describes the liberty of 
this new relationship in 
Romans 7:6b: “..,..that we 
should serve in newness of 
spirit, and not in the oldness of 
the letter.” We are not saved or 
sanctified by outward works of 
flesh, but by inward works of 
God. This was the veil which 
blinded the Jews in Romans 
10:3,4: “3For they being 
ignorant of God’s righteous- 
ness, and going about to estab- 
lish their own righteousness, 
have not submitted themselves 
unto the righteousness of God. 
4For Christ is the end of the 
law for righteousness to every 
one that believeth.” As 2 
Corinthians 3:6 says: “6Who 
also hath made us able minis- 
ters of the new testament; not 
of the letter, but of the spirit: 
for the letter killeth, but the 
spirit giveth life.” 

Living by spirit instead of 
letter means living by the gold- 
en rule. We Live by the golden 
rule Christ gave us in Matthew

7:12 instead of hundreds of 
individual rules. “Therefore all 
things whatsoever ye would 
that men should do to you, do 
ye even so to them: for this is 
the law and the prophets.” 
Instead of living by law, we 
live by love for God and neigh- 
bor as Christ taught us in 
Matthew 22:36-40: “400On 
these two commandments hang 
all the law and the prophets.” 
As Jesus taught us in Matthew 
5:21,22, murder is first an 
inward spiritual problem of 
hatred and anger. As Jesus 
taught us in Matthew 5:27,28, 
adultery is first an inward spir- 
itual problem of lust within the 
heart.
